THE NEW LAW 


Court officials and police officers 
have recently been informed oi 
changes in the criminal law. Automo¬ 
bile drivers can now be sentenced to 
prison for from one to three months, 
without the option of a fine, if found 
guilty of driving cars while under the 
influence of liquor. Heretofore men 
arrested on charges of being drunk 
and in charge of cars have been 
charged under the Motor Vehicle Act, 
but from now on they will be charg¬ 
ed under the criminal code, and, if 
found guilty, this means a term In 
the pen. 

There may be a diversity of opinion 
as to the use of liquor, and there it 
such, but people-are practically of on^ 
accord in the demand that auto driv¬ 
ers must remain sober, hence the 
law. Recent events in this province 
and in this vicinity have intensified 
the demand for the protection of the 
people, and what the people demand 
they get, and there can be little ex¬ 
cuse for failing to apply the new 
provisions of the code in cases of this 
particular kind. If we understand 
them aright, the people will not stand 
for any switching of the charges. 

A second amendment to the crim¬ 
inal code of very great importance 
gives police magistrates power to im¬ 
pose a term of imprisonment with¬ 
out the option of a fine on any person 
found guilty of any offence entained 
in the criminal code of Canada, pro¬ 
viding that the magistrate feels that 
the circumstances warrant suph a 
drastic step.

HOTTEST ON RECORD 


We have never experienced the hot 
blasts from the Sahara, but we doubt 
if the Sahara had anything oif the 
brand of weather that existed here on 
Wednesday. It was without question 
the hottest in the history of the 
weather bureau, the thermometer 
standing at 96 and 98 in the shade in 
the afternoon, and the dust accom¬ 
panied by intense heat made condi¬ 
tions fairly intolerable. About ten 
o’clock at night the wind ceased and 
the thermometer lowered, thus assur¬ 
ing cooler weather conditions for the 
next twenty-four hours. That the 
hot, blasting winds proved damage to 
what remained of the grain crop, goes 
without saying and it removed all 
hopes for fair crop yields on summer- 
fallowed land. It was the hope of 
the fat-mers that a soaking rain would 
follow which would at least provide a 
crop of green feed but as yet no rain 
has fallen. Prospects in High River 
are indeed very bad. This condition 
seems to be general all over the 
southern part of the province.

The Guardian: We are told that 
there are 20,000,000 acres of goou 
farm land in the prairie provinces 
within fifteen miles of the railways 
which is very desirable for new set¬ 
tlers, and which could quickly be 
settled if they were available at 
moderate prices; but most of it is 
held by private individuals and cor¬ 
porations and is held at high prices. 
An idle land tax of 1 per cent, has 
been levied upon this land but it has 
not had much effect. Now !t is pro¬ 
posed by those desirous of getting 
settlers on these lands that the pro¬ 
vincial legislature should require the 
giving of options on these lands, these 
options to hold good for a year or 
more. And it is also proposed that the 
price which the wner sets upon his 
land shall be the price at which the 
land shall be assessed for taxes. New 
Zealand adopted a similar scheme 
which seemed to work fairly well, but 
so far the Provincial Legislature.- 
have not cared to follow New Zea¬ 
land’s lead. And yet something like 
this plan seems necessary if we 
would settle our idle sections with re¬ 
sponsible settlers. There is no ques¬ 
tion that the holding of large areas oi 
land for speculative purposes is a sore 
grievance to settlers and always has 
been, and even most radical measures 
are justifiable if they can be made 
effective.

A new Alberta rye, Rosen, originat¬ 
ing from seed imported from Michi¬ 
gan, and introduced by the Noble 
Foundation, has shown peculiar apti¬ 
tude to climatic conditions here and 
will become a standard crop. It grows 
well in dry soil, outyields the ordinary 
varieties, and stands up well against 
frost. 

A bumper apple crop is expected in 
the Annapolis Valley this year and it 
is estimated that over a million oar- 
rels will be available for export, all of 
which will pass through the Halifax 
port. 

the oil, the nearest refinery being 
thusands of miles away, and what had 
been a nine days’ wonder was forgot¬ 
ten in the wild real estate boom that 
swept over western Canada in the 
years that followed. 

Lineham lost interest in oil devel¬ 
opment. He discouraged any who talk¬ 
ed to him about developing oil in Al¬ 
berta and loafed for a couple of years. 
Then, although he had always been a 
poor man, he made a trip to Europe. 
When he came back, two fine business 
blocks, wkhich had been built in his 
absence, became his property. He 
owned them outright and thereafter 
he lived a life of luxury. No one 
could account for his sudden acquis- 
tion of riches, but as many fortunes 
were made overnight in western Can¬ 
ada during the real estate boom, his 
prosperity attracted but little atten¬ 
tion. 

When Lineham was about to die 
and knew it he sent for his old friend, 
William Livingstone, the Canadian 
oil refiner. He told him that if he 
would drill somewhere within 100 feet 
of the old Lineham well he should get 
a commercial well. Livingston, know¬ 
ing Lineham’s peculiar history, and 
believing him, had a string of tools 
moved over to Oil City a few weeks 
ago, and is drilling a well. 

Befor Livingston spuddd in an ef¬ 
fort was made to clean out the old 
well. This was found to be an impos¬ 
sibility on account of a cement plug 
which was affixed to the bottom of the 
casing, and which was thougnt to be 
26 feet in thickness. John Lineham 
dead all these years could have ex¬ 
plained, but he carried his secret to 
the grave with him. 

Right across the international line 
on the Blackfeet reservation, the 
Standard Oil, through the Frantz cor¬ 
poration, its subsidiary, is drilling, 
and near the Frantz, Louis Hill, the 
Great Northern magnate, is under 
contract to drill.

We are hearing a good lead about 
Rosen Fall Rye which is being grown 
in different parts of Alberta and 
Western Canada. 

This Fall Rye is grown extensively 
in Southern Russia and Poland and 
has a strikingly large transparent 
green berry. We find that all the 
awards at the largest grain and hay 
shows held on the continent of recent 
years has been awarded to Rosen Fall 
Rye. 

Rosen Fall Rye has been grown in 
our district for a number of years. 
John Lucas of this district has been 
successful in being awarded many 
prizes, diplomas, etc., for this variety. 

At the International Soil Products 
Exposition held at Peora, Illinois, 
1917, he was awarded 1st and a dip¬ 
loma for Rosen Fall Rye. At Kan¬ 
sas City, 1919, he got first at the In¬ 
ternational Live Stock Exposition 
grain and" hay show held at Chicago, 
1919. The award was given to Rosen 
Fall Rye and. Mr. Lucas was the only 
Canadian getting a prize in the Rye 
class at this show. 

Rosen Fall Rye also got first place 
at this show in 1920. 

Mr. Lucas has a fine field of this 
Fall Rye, some of which is 6 to 6 feet 
high and with exceptionally large 
heads. 

Those who have examined the field 
are surprised to see such a splendid 
crop under such dry conditions. 

Mr. Lucas’ rye is eligible for regis¬ 
tration under the Canadian Seed 
Growers’ Association, as well as the 
International Crop Improvement As¬ 
sociation, which gave the registration 
of this seed international recognition. 

This fall rye yields from 26 to 100 
per cent, heavier than common fall 
rye and we notice it is being grown 
extensively by the Noble Foundation 
Co. Ltd., of Nobleford, Alberta. 

A sample of this fall rye can be 
seen in the Bank of Montreal and is 
labelled “White'Russian.”

SCRUB HORSES MAY BE USED

There is quite a possibility that 
scrub horses of Alberta will after all 
be turned to good account, according 
to S. G. Carlyle, provincial live stock 
commissioner, who was in Calgary 
Friday morning. 

At the commencement of the month 
a shipment of these were sent to a 
De Silva, at Port of Spain, Trinidad. 
In this matter the Hon. Duncan Mar¬ 
shall took the keenest intrest and it 
was chiefly owing to his efforts that 
Mr. De Silva was induced to make a 
trial. 

While it is not yet known definitely 
to what extent the trade will develop, 
it is eminently satisfactory to state 
that a further order has been re¬ 
ceived from Trinidad and that another 
carload of these horses is being sent 
forward Friday night. They are 
from 4 to 8 years old and weigh 
from 800 to 1,000 pounds. 

The arrangements in connection 
with the latter shipment were much 
facilitated by the Royal Bank of 
Canada, who have a branch office at 
Port of Spain, Trinidad. 

The animals will be in charge of J. 
C. Waugh, of the E. P. ranch, who 
brought out stock for the Prince of 
Wales and who is returning to Britain 
for a further shipment. 

The scrub horses referred to—and 
it is stated there are about 100,000 
of them in the province — net the 
owners $38 each.

The Canadian Pacific liner Empress 
of Britain made a .record trip on her 
last voyage to Quebec, the crossing 
from Liverpool to Rimouski via Cape 
Race, being made in six days and one 
hour, a gain on the previous record 
of three hours. The vessel was re¬ 
cently converted into an oil burner. 

Drilling on the two wells west of 
Nanton is suspended at present, says 
the Nanton News. Work at the Wil¬ 
low Creek well will be resumed in a 
few days, as the trouble there is not 
serious. No drilling has been done at 
the Cristie for some months, oifing to 
a smash-up of the piping, which they 
have not yet been able' to get out of 
the well.
